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| am proud to serve presently as Chairman of the Missouri Board 
of Private Investigator and Private Fire Investigator Examiners. My 
background is in the field of fire investigation for 40 years and | 
was appointed to the Board by then Governor Nixon in 2011. 


| want to dedicate this newsletter to a long-time past Board 
member Mr. Dwight McNeil. Starting in the late 1990's he saw a 
need to create statewide licensing of private investigators, so he 
started a discussion with others in his profession across Missouri 
about licensing. Through tireless effort and with the members of 
the then MAPI (Missouri Association of Private Investigators) over 
the eight years where he served as its President, he created the 
push to license private investigators. In 2007 the state legislators 
passed and then Governor Matt Blunt signed into law Senate Bill 
CHARLES R. GIESSING, 308 that requires private investigators to meet certain profes- 
CHAIR OF COMMITTEE sional standards and be licensed to practice this profession in the 
State of Missouri. On March 4, 2008 Governor Blunt appointed 
Dwight to the first Board that was created to oversee the imple- 
mentation of the licensing process. Once the Board met, he was appointed its first chairman and remained 
the chairman until 2017. Board Members Doug Mitchell and Kenneth McGhee were also appointed to the 
first board and according to Doug, Dwight was the obvious choice to be Chairman. 


The efforts of Dwight meant the licensing measures raised the level of professionalism of private investiga- 
tors across the state of Missouri and makes them accountable to their clients. | want to personally thank 
Dwight for his time spent on the Board and his efforts to see that private investigators and private fire inves- 
tigators be held to a higher standard in the State of Missouri. 


In 2011 the board’s scope was expanded to include licensing of Private Fire Investigators. The Board’s name 
was changed to the Missouri Board of Private Investigator and Private Fire Investigator Examiners. The 
Board was expanded to include two private fire investigators. Dwight was Chairman of the Board when | 
was appointed. | was happy to educate him and the other Board members about the fire investigation pro- 
fession. 


| want to add that Missouri is the only state that requires the licensing of private fire investigators as a sepa- 
rate profession. Many states license fire investigators as private investigators with no separate distinction. 
Fire investigators do not perform the same work as private investigators as their efforts are towards the 
origin and cause of a fire loss. Missouri was the first and only state to see that licensing of fire investigators 
separately in their own profession was proper. 


We had hoped to take the Board meeting back on the road again to different parts of the state to reach out 
to the licensed professionals to obtain their input and help everyone to better understand the responsibili- 
ties of the Board. Presently COVID-19 has curtailed this. We hope in the future this will change and we can 
again do the “outreach” effort. 


| will remind the private investigators that you need to meet your educational credits prior to any renewal pe- 
riod. Private fire investigators must maintain a current certification from the Missouri Division of Fire Safety 
as a Fire Investigator prior to any renewal period. All this information is available on the website. 


The Board and staff have worked hard to make the licensing and renewal processes as simple as possible. 
We welcome input from you either by email, letter or attending the meetings of the Board. Meeting notices 
and locations are posted on the website. 


We have a wonderful staff and an outstanding Executive Director, Ms. Pam Goose. If you have any questions, 
please feel free to contact them at the division office in Jefferson City. As always, we welcome you to attend 
any Board meeting. It is my pleasure to serve on the Board to help better the private investigator and private 
fire investigators profession in Missouri.
